CHERRY  POLLINATION:  Probably  in  no  class  of  fruits  are  the 
resulta  of  proper  pollination  more  evident  than  in  the  case  of  the  sweet 
cherry.  Most  varieties,  such  as  Royal  Ann,  Lambert  and  Bing,  are  not 
sterile  but  intersterile.  It  is  only  by  making  about  every  ninth  tree 
of  the  planting  some  such  varieties  as  long-stemmed  Waterhouse,  Black 
Republican,  Black  Tartarian,  Gov.  Wood  and  Mazzard  that  best  re¬ 
sults  can  be  obtained.  Effective  pollination  of  cherries  has  been  known 
to  double  and  even  treble  the  production  of  otherwise  less  productive 
trees. 

We  suggest  Early  Richmond  as  pollenizer  for  the  Montmorency.

For  planting 
at  the  corner  of  the  house  to  give  accent  to  the  planting  or  in  the  side 
yard  use  the  Arbor  Vitaes,  Berckman  Golden  and  Pyramidal;  Juniper 
Irish  and  Virginian.  For  large  yards  where  plenty  of  space  is  available 
or  for  windbreak  or  screen  purposes  use  Arbor  Vitae,  American  and 
Oriental;  Fir,  Concolor  and  Douglas;  Spruce  Colorado  Blue,  Colorado 
Green  and  Norway.

H.  T.,  HYBRID  TEA— 

A  cross  between  the  hardy  Hybrid  Perpetuals  and  the  deliciously 
scented  Tea  Roses.  Not  so  hardy  as  the  Hybrid  Perpetuals,  but  freer 
bloomers  and  more  fragrant.  This  is  the  so-called  “monthly  bloom¬ 
ing”  class.  Not  recommended  for  planting  where  winter  temperature 
gets  below  15  degrees  below  zero  unless  one  is  prepared  to  give  extra 
winter  protection.

HOW  TO  PLANT  ROSES 

Dig  the  hole  eighteen  inches  deep; 
cut  off  broken  or  injured  roots;  hold 
the  plant  in  position,  spread  out  the 
roots  so  they  do  not  cross  or  crowd  one 
another  at  any  point,  fill  in  the  holes 
carefully  with  the  fertile  top  soil,  press¬ 
ing  it  firmly  in  about  the  roots.  A 
small  handful  of  finely  ground  bone 
meal  sprinkled  in  is  very  helpful.  Water 
should  be  used  to  wash  the  soil  well  in 
around  the  roots.  After  the  hole  has 
been  filled  and  pressed  in  firmly  and 
packed  well,  cut  back  the  tops  one- 
half  to  two-thirds,  then  mound  loose 
dirt  up  about  them  for  six  to  ten  inches. 
This  mound  of  dirt  should  be  placed 
about  the  canes  whether  the  roses  are 
planted  in  the  fall  or  spring,  otherwise 
they  are  apt  to  dry  out. 

If  the  roses  are  planted  in  the  fall, 
this  mound  should  be  covered  with  a 
thick  mulch  of  straw  and  leaves.  As  soon  as  the  buds  start  to  grow, 
rake  away  the  mound  and  cut  back  the  canes  leaving  two  to  four  buds 
to  each  cane.  Make  this  cut  just  above  a  sound  outside  bud,  so  the 
new  canes  will  grow  outward  and  make  a  shapely  bush. 

When  planting  budded  roses,  the  point  where  the  bud  was  inserted 
in  the  stock  (as  shown  by  “A”)  should  be  set  several  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground. 

Watch  out  for  sucker  growth  which  might  spring  up  from  the  wild 
rose  roots,  cut  it  off  as  soon  as  it  appears.  You  can  easily  distinguish 
it  from  the  top  growth  as  it  is  more  thorny  and  has  seven  leaves  on  each 
leaf  stem  while  most  domestic  roses  have  five  leaves. 


FUNDAMENTAL  PRINCIPLES  OF  ARRANGEMENT 

There  are  certain  basic  principles  of  landscaping  easily  mastered 
by  anyone  and  with  which  we  should  all  be  familiar. 

First:  “Tie”  the  house  to  the  ground  with  a  planting  of  shrubs 
around  the  foundation  which  will  break  the  sharp  angle  caused  by  the 
house  meeting  the  ground  and  make  it  “melt”  or  nestle  into  its  sur¬ 
roundings.  For  this  purpose  you  will,  of  course,  want  the  low  grow¬ 
ing  shrubs,  unless  your  house  rests  on  a  very  high  foundation.  In 
corners  where  there  are  no  windows  you  can  plant  some  of  the  higher 
shrubs,  massing  the  lower  ones  in  front.  As  a  general  rule  the  pre¬ 
vailing  height  of  the  shrubs  around  the  rest  of  the  house  should  be  no 
higher  than  the  bottom  windows.  In  order,  however,  to  avoid  mo¬ 
notony  plant  slightly  higher  shrubs  between  the  windows. 

Plant  masses  of  shrubbery  around  the  lawn  or  outer  border  of  your 
place  to  give  it  a  distinct  outline.  Use  the  larger  ones  for  the  back¬ 
ground,  working  down  to  the  smaller  ones  directly  in  front.
